Dick Page kicked the meeting off sharing some 
thoughts, and there were three PCjr systems set up. (l).128k Enhanced 
with IBM printer interface and a Panasonic KX-P1091 printer, (2).128k 
Enhanced unit with the Microsoft Mouse and 128k booster, (includes the 
printer interface), and a Epson printer, and (3). Pcjr with the RACORE 
2nd disc drive and memory enhancement, Epson printer, etc. It was in¬ 
teresting to see the different configurations side by side.
